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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because legal phraseology, i.e., 
"comprises" should be avoided in the abstract. Correction is required. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(b). 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 1 ) applicant 
should insert a paragraph after the title on page 1 of the specification, which identifies 
the previously filed related applications filed by applicant; and 2) applicant is 
encouraged to amend the specification to include standard section headings therein to 
enhance the readability and clarity of the instant application. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a 
utility application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 

Arrangement of the Specification 

As provided in 37 CFR 1 .77(b), the specification of a utility application should 
include the following sections in order.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 13, 14, and 18-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 13, line 1 , -at- should be inserted after "conducted" for clarity. 

Claim 18, and thus each of claims 1 9-27 dependent upon claim 1 8, depends 
from cancelled claim 1 . 

In claims 22 and 26, line 1 , -the- should be inserted before "continuous tubular 
coil" for clarity. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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6. Claims 11-13, 15, and 18-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Schneider et al (Fig. 1; col. 4, line 50 through col. 5, line 14). 

Applicant should note that the folds at the upper and lower ends of the helical 
contact extender (38) of the reference are considered to anticipate the apparatus as 
recited by instant claims 22 and 26. Furthermore, the casing of the tank (24) along with 
the liquid contained therein around the contact extender coil (38) is considered to 
anticipate a protective pressure proof enclosure, in that it would protect the areas and 
persons in the areas surrounding the pressurized coil (38) from any dangerous over 
pressurization of the coil (38). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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9. Claims 14, 16, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Schneider et al. 

Schneider et al (Fig. 1; col. 4, line 50 through col. 5, line 14) as applied above 
substantially disclose applicant's invention as recited by instant claims 14, 16, and 17, 
except for the gas utilized for contact with the water stream being in the form of chlorine, 
rather than ozone. Wherein chlorine and ozone are both well known gases used for 
contact and disinfection of water streams, it would have been obvious for an artisan at 
the time of the invention, to modify the process as taught by Schneider et al, to utilize 
chlorine gas rather than ozone, since chlorine is known to kill most known pathogens in 
drinking water supplies, the use of chlorine being more cost effective, since it is readily 
available from chemical suppliers, and need not be generated using high cost, high 
voltage electrical corona discharge, as is the case with ozone gas.
